The Gould track and field team 
regained its Class M State 
Championship (fourth in sixth 
years) at Colby College, Water- 
ville, May 2. Twelve schools 
struggled for the title, but de- 
fender Skowhegan and challeng- 
er Gould monopolized the con- 
test down to the wire; the final 
score: Gould 53 11-35, Showhe- 
gan 52 16-35. Trailing were Fort 
Fairfield 23, Kennebunk 17 16-35, 
Traip Academy (Kittery) 14, 
Farmington 13 2-35; Fryeburg 
11, Thornton Academy (Saco) 
5 6-7, Winslow 2. Lawrence 

(Fairfield) 0, Ellsworth 0, Rock- 
land 2 6-7. 

It took scoring in 11 of the 13 
events to win the meet. Going 
into the final event, the 880, 
Gould trailed the leaders by 9 1-7 
points, more than any team had 
scored in one event all day. Chad- 
bourne hit the tape a stride 
ahead of Ferguson, while Lam- 
son passed a Skowhegan run- 
ner for fourth, giving the 11-1 
score which turned the tide.
